The jrinciple of protection was 
adopted in Canada for the express pur 
pose of creating and fostering factories 
—in other words for the building of 


towns, This was to be done obviously 
at the expense of the farmers. No 
one will dispute the statement. It was 


not disputed in 1878 But the farmers 
were led to believe that they would be 
compensated,—that the creation of

| promised result has woefully failed 


to materalize. It was bound to fail. 
In Canada the towns necessarily de- 
pend upon the country for support, 
and will so depend as long as we live, 
and a good many generations after.
